A TORNADO IN TEXAS 


Villages Wiped Out of Ex- 


istence. 


MANY PEOPLE REPORTED KILLED 


Houses Wrecked and Their Con- 


tents Scattered Over Miles 


of Country. 


DALLAS, Tex., March 19.— The cy- 


clone atd ice etorm, which devastated 
Longview Sunday, struck the little town 
of Emory, thirty miles south of Green- 
ville, Saturday night and demolished 
the western part of the place. A relief 
train with doctors sent from Greenville 


stricken, over a dozen dead and fifty 
wounded, some very seriously. The 
etorin came from the southwest and 
swept the earth of every tiling in its 
track for fifty miles in length and a hun- 
dred yards wide. 


GANEKMIXK, Tex., March 10. — Yester- 


day the cyclone reached well into the 
Chickataw nation and much damage is 
reported. 


DALLAS, Tex., March 19.— The storms 


which swept over Northern Texas, Sat- 
urday, yesterday, and laat night, and 
prevailed today, are unparalleled in 
severity. The death list will reach 
twenty, and the list of wounded over 
100. 


LUFKIN, Tex., March 19. — Yesterday 


about 0 o'clock a destructive cyclone 
struck this section and laid bare every- 
thing in its path. About a dozen farm 
houses within three miles of this place 
wore demolished, and a number of 
people narrowly escaped death. Every 
tree, fence and other obstacle in the 
path of the storm was torn up, and roads 
in various lircctions are obstructed, 
and it is almost impossible to travel on 
horse back. About 0 o'clock this morn- 
ing the cyclone etruck the edge of town 
and three houses were wrecked and 
their contents scattered over the coun- 
try, a distance of a mile or two. Several 
persons were seriously injured, butnono 
fatally. Tho people m points where the 
storm touched are in a terrible condi- 
tion. 
Tho damage to property and 


stock will reach thousands of dollars. 


GAINESVILLE, Tex., March 19.— The. 


report that, tho moat violent electrical 
and hail storm ever known has been 
prevailing hero during tho past three 
days and caused streams to overflow 
their hanks is true. Much damage will 
be done to crops and cattle. At Jtart- 
lott tho Methodist and Baptist churches 
were wrecked and Iho school house was 
blown from its foundation. In addition 
much damage was done to houses. No 
one was seriously hurt. Tho wind blow 
a regular tornado at Saratoga, thirty 
miles north, and live persons wero 
killed. Saratoga is several miles from 
the railroad and telegraphic line and it 
is at present impossible to verify these 
reports. 


At Emery, tho capital of Ruin county, 


the cyclone knocked tho town nearly 
out of ' cxistance. There wcro many 
other towns visited and handled roughly. 


NACOUDOUIIUH, Tex., March 19.— Yes- 


terday a cyclone passed through this 
county and today another tornado tritv- 
orecd a wide econu of country. Itnin 
has been falling in sheets so that no 
commlcation with the stricken section 
has been had and only meagre details arc 
obtainable. Every house in Whit taker, 
a negro colony, was blown away and a 
number severely hurt. 


In tho Grimes neighborhood eight 


miles from hero theru is not a fenco or 
house loft. Dan Grimes was killed and 
his wife received fatal injuries. This 
morning a cyclone began operations two 
miles east of here, ruining all housed in 
the McGuiuton Mill settlement. Tho 
corpse of a ydung lady who died last 
night was mangled beyond recognition. 
Many inmates of houses were fatally in- 
jured, .lako llaganior, an old man, was 
killed. 


Kelief parties have been organized to 


go from here. It is reported thai Hill- 
nnd in Boll county, and Bartlclt in 
Williamson county, wero wiped out, 
but no authentic news was obtainable 
from those places.

Half of the basque pattern is given in 


twelve pieces: Two pieces of front, side 
gore, side form, buck, akirt piece, clicin- 
iflclte, two colhirfl, and three pieces of 
tliu sleeve. Jjay a Imx-pjait in the mid- 
dle of tho back of the akirt piece, on the 
Inside. Gather tho outer piece of tlio 
eluovo at tho top, between Die holes. 
Out tbo front^, side gores, side forms 
and back pieces lengthwise and with tho 
holes winch designate the waiat line 
placed exactly crosawieo on the goods. 
Cut the skirt piece with the front edges 
lengthwise; the collar bias, and the 
sleeves eo that they will he bias below 
tlio elbows.

;ivo the ronndtid appearance to tlio plaits and keep them from crueliing and crens- 
ng, t-.ey aro interlined with a split, eheul of wadding tacked (o the lining, and 
,bcy are held securely in place by being tucked to inch and a half wide ribbons 
ilaied across them on the iiumh;. In some of the newer models a modification of 
,\\c. olil-limc skirt extern cr is used, a line slcel spring in a casing, which is lacked 
,o the inner edges of the plaits, nnd the ends are connected by ribbons tied so as 
;o give the desired contour to tho back. This skirt is inosl suitable for silk or 
woolen fabrics, and combines \vell with any stylo of basque or waist. 


Half of the pattern is given in three pieces: Front and two gores, fit tho 


darts very cnrcfully-in Ihe front ]>icco before cutting them off. Lay the top of 
Hie gores in box plaits on the outside, according to the holes. Put an interlining 
of split wadding in the gores to keep them from crushing and lack the inner cdgo 
of the plaits to tapes placed across them on the inside to keep them in position. 


Cut the front with the front edge placed on a lengthwise fold of tho goods; 


the back with the back edge placed on a lengthwise fold, and tho other gores 
lengthwise down the middle. 


Heforc cutting the goods be careful to read "Directions for Culling" printed 


on Iho envelope.
